Annual Town Meeting, Town of Londonderry, 
County of Rockingham, State of New Hampshire, 
March 14, 1961 at Londonderry Town Hall. 
Called to order at 10:00 A. M. by the Moderator, 
Mr. Rene Paquette. 


Motion made by Mr. Shepard to extend poll 
time until 7:00 P. M. and to dispense with the 
reading of the Warrant at the present time.

Town Meeting resumed at 7:50 P. M.

- Budget discussed item by item and all approved 
until item of $2,500 to be spent on new equip- 
ment. Mr. Shepard moved to pass over this 
vB . be discussed and taken up under Article 
#8 (C). 

Motion seconded by Mr. Lloyd - it wasa 
vote in the affirmative. 

- Automatically moved in affirmative with ap- 
proval of budget in Article #2. 

- Motion made by Mr. Comner that the Selectmen 
be given authority to borrow money in anticiga- 
tion of taxes. Motion seconded by Mr. Strino 
and it was a vote in the affirmative. 

- Mr. Strino moved to continue the usual 1% dis- 
count with thirty days of date billing. Mr. 
Czerniawski seconded this motion and it was a 
vote in the affirmative. 

- Passed over as it was voted in the affirmative 
with the approval of the budget. 

- Mr. Shepard made a motion in form of an 
amendment in substitution of Article #7 - The 
amendment reading as follows: That the Select- 
men of the Town of Londonderry be authorized 
to engage suitable legal counsel to advise the 


Selectmen and to further authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to report back to a Special Town 
Meeting to be called not later than May 6, 1961. 
And to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
to cover the cost of said legal advice. Amend- 
ment seconded by Mr. Mack. It was suggested 
to include in the amendment that the Planning 
Committee be included to meet with the Select- 
men. Mrs. Mary Ann Powers moved the prev- 
ious question. A vote was taken and it was in 
the affirmative. Motion made by Mr. McCann to 
reopen the question. Motion seconded by Mr. 
Czerniawski and it was voted in the affirmative. 
Mr. Strino moved to have the minutes of this 
meeting (March 14, 1961) be incorporated in 
next year’s Town Report. Mrs. McKinney sec- 
onded this motion - it was a vote in the affirma- 
tive. Much discussion Pro and con on Article 
#7 andthe Amendment. Mrs. John Holton moved 
to have a hand vote on the motion. The motion 
of the Amendment to Article #7 and amended to 
include the Planning Committee was voted in the 
affirmative by a hand vote. Mr. Shepard moved 
for reconsideration.

Mr. Shepard moved to amend the Amend- 
ment to Article #7 which was already amended 
to include the Planning Committee with the Se- 
lectmen to the effect that the legal Counsel would 
be a person employed neither by the City of 
Manchester or by the State of New Hampshire 
and that the sum of $500.00 be raised and ap- 
propriated for this purpose. Seconded by Mr. 
Mack and it was a vote in the affirmative. 

Article #8 - Mr. Shepard discussed and gave figures on 
Article #8, all three parts. Mr. Bernier, Sr. 
moved we keep the present grader and have no 
further town indebtedness. Mr. James Anagnos 
seconded the motion. Mr. Bernier moved the 
moderator appoint a committee of three to look 
into surplus machinery and if possible to acquire 
agrader for $2,500.00 or less and get rid ofthe 
oldone. Mr. Luther Preston seconded this mo- 
tion and it was voted in the affirmative. 

Mr. Shepard moved that the $2,500.00 sug- 
gested in Budget be appropriated for the pur- 
chase of this equipment. 

Mr. Mack seconded this motion. 


Mr. Lievens moved we use money from sale 
of old equipment toward purchase price of new 
equipment. 

Mr. Shepard moved for reconsideration. 

Mr. McCann seconded this and it was voted 
in the affirmative. 

Mr. Shepard now moved we raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,500.00 to be used with 
whatever we obtain from the sale of old equip- 
ment and that a committee appointed by the 
Moderator, look into and obtain from War Sur- 
plus another grader for the Town. The Commit- 
tee to consist of three persons (not Selectmen) 
but including the Road Agent. Mr. Bernier sec- 
onded this motion and it was a vote in the af- 
firmative. 

Article #9 - Mr. Shepard moved the Moderator appoint a 
committee of three to look into a new area for 
the Town Dump. 

Mr. Mack seconded this motion and it was 
voted in the affirmative. 


Mr. Mack moved to adjourn the meeting 
and it was seconded by Mr. Lloyd. Motion to ad- 
journ was voted in the affirmative and the 1961 
Town Meeting of March 14th was adjourned at

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


For quite some time it has been obvious that the 
Town of Londonderry with it’s 47 square miles and contin- 
ued high increase in population should establish an orga- 
nized Police Department. 


On April 2, 1961 the Board of Selectmen appointed 
AlfredConner temporary Chief of Police for the initial duty 
of organizing and obtaining outside qualified personnel to 
lecture and instruct the men chosen to make up the new de- 
partment. The New Hampshire State Police, the County 
High Sheriff and the Local Court assisted in this effort. 


At the end of 4-1/2 months Mr. Conner recom- 
mended to the Board of Selectmen that Frederick Ball be 
appointed Chief to carry on as the head of the department 
of 16 men. This was done. 


A Blue Telephone Network was installed with tele- 
phones at strategic locations, providing coverage 24 hours 
the day. This at a total cost of $27.30 per month. Through 
the cooperation of the Derry Police Department, 3 of our 
officer’s cars are equipped with 2 way radios at no cost to 
the town. 


The Board of Selectmen believe that the citizens of 
the town should know the amount of the work load that this 
department has had for the nine months involved.

ARTICLE III 
General Residence and Agricultural District 


A. The General Residence and Agricultural District 
shall enjoy the following provisions: 


1. It shall be a District of single-family and two- 
family residences and farms. No other uses than those 
specified here will be permitted, except hereinafter 
provided, as covered by Article VIII Section C-D. Also 
Article II, Item 12. 


2. Home produce and products may be bought and sold 
and exposed for sale in this District. 
3. Tourist homes may be maintained and operated in 
this District. 
4. Residences may be used to house such uses by the 
owner or tenant as offices for doctor, veterinarian, eng- 
ineer, architect, lawyer, real estate and insurance, or 
other recognized profession, or such home occupation 
as hairdressing, dressmaking, manufacture of craft 
products for sale, or manufacture of food products. 

5. Churches, schools, hospitals, sanatoriums, civic 
and fraternal halls are permitted in this District. 
6. General farming, including horticultural, dairying, 

beef cattle, horses and poultry raising and other agri- 
cultural enterprises or uses are permitted in this Dis- 
trict. Commercial piggeries willnot be permitted, how- 
ever, this does not exclude the raising of hogs for home 
use, providing in so doing it does not create a public 
nuisance as is covered under Article VIII Section C 
Item 3. | 
7. Minimum LandArea. No lot shall be less than one- 
half acre (1/2) except where the lot is served by a pub- 
lic water supply or public sewage disposal system, in 
which case an area of at least 15,000 square feet shall 
be required. A one-family or a two-family dwelling 
may be constructed on a lot of record at the time this 
Ordinance becomes affective regardless of the area or 
width of such lot. 

 §8, Frontage. Every building lot shall havea minimum 

lot frontage of 100 feet. 

9. Front Yard. There shall be between the edge of the 
nearest right of way and the extreme front of any build- 
ing a minimum depth of 40 feet. 


10. Side Yard. No building shall be located nearer than 
15 feet of the side of the property lines. 

1i. Back Yard. There shall be between the extreme 
back of any building and the rear.property line a mini- 
mum depth of 15 feet. 

12. Conversion of existing dwellings or the Construction 
of new buildings for the housing of more than two fam- 
ilies shall be permitted provided that 5000 square feet 
of land area shall be added for each additional family 
unit. 

13. Noprivies, cesspools, septic tanks, or sewage areas 
shall be constructed or maintained less than 75 feet 
from the edge of a public water body, from a well, or 
from a dwelling other than thatto which it is appurtenant. 
14, Thedisposal of garbage and refuse by any property 
owner on his own property will be permitted, providing 
however that it will not be offensive or unsightly and 
that it shall meet with all health requirements. 

15. Junk yardor areas for the storage of discarded ma- 
chinery, vehicles, glass, paper, cordage, or other waste 
of discarded material shall not be permitted. 

16. No owner or occupant of land shall permit fire or 
other ruins to be left but shall remove same within two 
years. If the owner is unable to carry out these provis- 
ions, the town shall have the power to remove or dis- 
pose of same. 


ARTICLE IV 
Civic Districts 


The Civic center district will be restricted to land 
or structures for public use only; such as museums, church- 
es, parsonages, schools and/or land or other buildings 
under the direct control of the Town Government. 


Where buildings are of historic nature or other sig- 
nifigance, but are residential in character, such buildings 
may be used to house such people as may be necessary. 

ARTICLE V 


Trailers, Mobilehomes 
Trailer Parks and Mobile Home Parks 


A. A single trailer or single mobile home may be lo- 


cated within the General residence and Agricultural Dis- 
trict after this Ordinance is effective providing the lot 
conforms to minimum land area, frontage, side and back 


yard requirements to comply with residential home. 


Trailer Parks and Mobilehome Parks. Trailer 


Parks and Mobilehome parks may be located anywhere 


in the Township provided that they are 500 feet distant 
from the nearest dwelling at the time of establishment 


and further provided that; 


1. Each mobile home space shall contain a minimum 
of 7500 square feet and shall abut on a roadway of not 
less than 30 feet. If off-street parking is provided, 

otherwise 40 feet. Such spaces shall be clearly defined, 
and trailer or mobilehomes shall be parked in such 
spaces so that there will be a minimum of 15 feet be- 


tween trailers or mobilehomes and so that no trailer or 


mobilehome will be less than 10 feet from the exterior 
boundary of the park. 

2. In all trailer and mobilehomes parks, roadways 
shall be well drained graveled, hard-surfaced or paved 
and maintained in good condition and be lighted at night. 


3. Access roads shall be provided to each trailer and 


mobilehome space. Each access road shall be continu- 
ous; shall connect witha street or highway and shall have 
a minimum width of 20 feet. 

4. Areas shall be provided for the parking of motor 
vehicles. Such areas shall accommodate at least the 
number of vehicles equal to the number of trailers or 
mobilehome spaces provided, 


5. All new trailer and mobile parks after the passage 
of this ordinance must obtain a permit and it shallbe 
the function of the Selectmen to issue said permit after 
determining that all provisions of this Article have been 
complied with.

FRED SMITH 
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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Atthe beginning of this school report are the draw- 
ings and description of our new building. These recently 
appearedin the New Hampshire Architect’s Magazine. The 
six room addition was finished last Spring and occupied at 
the start of the school year in September. 


We were fortunate in being able to sell our school 
bonds at an attractive rate of interest. The building costs, 
including the canopy on the South side of the new building, 
were well within the bond issue. The rooms are large and 
well lighted, each has forced ventilation. 


A new larger boiler was installed, sufficient to take 
care of future expansion. The old fuel tank was replaced 
with a much larger 6200 gallon tank. This resulted in 
greater savings in the cost of fuel. The water system was 
improved and the parking area was expanded and hard 
topped. 


With the expanded facilities it was possible to in- 
stitute a departmentalized method of instruction in the sev- 
enth and eight grades. With the present staff of competent 
teachers and principal totaling 14 and a student enrollment 
of 420, we now have an educational institution of great size 
of which we may be proud.

REPORT OF THE HELPING TEACHER 


The curriculum of a school must of necessity, be 
constantly reviewed and revised if we are to maintain a 
program that will be in harmony with a changing society. 


For this reason, several changes have taken place 
in the Londonderry school program during this past year. 
The introduction of the departmental type system in grades 
seven and eight has proven, thus far, to be very satisfactory. 
Through this system all youngsters receive the benefits of 
instructors teaching in their major fields. An additional 
aid with this program has been the assignment of pupils of 
like ability to the same class, thus making it easier for the 
teachers to provide for individual needs. 


The additional classrooms and teachers have pro- 
vided for smaller classes in the lower grades. Teachers 
are now able to provide more individual help in the various 
areas, 


The combination of Educational Television Programs 
and the new Audio-Visual Aids have greatly enriched the 
curriculum. Many of these a2ics have been purchased with 
the assistance of the Federal Government through the N.D. 
E.A. program. 


One area being reviewed at the present time is in 
the area of text books. As the need arises changes will 
take place. 


Through the State Department of Education several 
new curriculum guides have been set up and made available 
to the schools of New Hampshire. These guides are very 
helpful because of their suggestions and procecures they 
recommenda, 


The combined efforts of the school board, superin- 
tendent, principal and teachers have given Londonderry a 
school to be proud of. It has been a very pleasant and re- 
warding experience working with them.

To the Londonderry School Board: 


I herewith submit my twentieth report as superin- 
tendent of schools of Londonderry. 


STATISTICAL REPORTS 
ENROLLMENT 
The total enrollment for grades one through eight as 
of January 15, 1962 was 438. The total enrollments as of

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The elementary enrollment varied from last year 
by very little. The total enrollment decreased by 1 and the 
actual enrollment increased by two. The secondary enroll- 
ment as anticipated showed a tremendous increase. The 
enrollment is 172 contrasted with 122 last year. Thereis 
a potential increase of 20 more students in 1962-63. With 
increased high school tuition the impact is serious on the 
economy of the town. 


PERSONNEL 


There was the heaviest turnover in teaching staff in 
many years. With one of the staff called to military duty, 
4 resignations and two additional teachers 50% of the staff 
were new in Londonderry. All were graduates of New Eng- 
land Institutions and two had previous teaching experience. 
The increasing demand for teachers because of larger en- 
rollments is creating a situation that will require a salary 
schedule comparable to those of neighboring communities. 


Despite the large number of new teachers the staff 
is a working unit that is accomplishing a great deal for the 
Londonderry pupils. The scheduling of teacher time to uti- 
lize strengths in special or academic areas has been devel- 
oped to a greater extent than usual in the school. This was 
quite desirable with such a large turnover in staff. Its 
worth can be evaluated in terms of pupil progress only 
after some experience with it. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


The curricula of both levels of public education, el- 
ementary and secondary are the subject of scrutiny and 
change. The emphasis on science, mathematics and foreign 
language is due in part to the subsidization in these areas 
by the National Defense Act. In addition the guidance activ- 
ities at both levels (elementary and secondary) have been 
expanded generally throughout the country. This phase of 
an educational program is designed to make possible the 
greater beneficial use of human resources. The waste of 
human resources should, if possible, be avoided. Any pro- 
gram that minimizes the loss of human abilities should be 
cultivated. 


The school through the efforts of the professional 


staff is striving to increase efficiency of teaching and learn- 
ing in the academic areas. The professional groups, teach- 
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ers of science, teachers of mathematics and others are 
proposing revisions in course content that will enable our 
young people to move more quickly in the advance studies 
inthese disciplines. Administrators are working with mod- 
ernequipment to find ways to expedite the learning process. 
All of these activities and there is much overlapping and 
coordination of the varied programs are designed to furnish 
our youth with the background skills and basic tools to cope 
withthe problems of the space age. Scientific, economic 
and social problems are old but ever changing. If we have 
the wisdom to equip American youth with the necessary 
knowledge, to inculcate the proper and desirable attitudes 
and to provide the necessary skills, the future for them, 
this nation and the world is one of great promise. This, 
educators everywhere are striving to do. The school and 
the district are contributing to this effort. May the contri- 
butions of all culminate in success. 


FINANCES 


The proposed budget without special articles is in- 
creased $17,274.24. The bulk of the increase $15,965.00 
is in one item high school tuition. This item is practically 
statutory. With increased tuition charges (State Average 
for 1962-63 is $457.00) and increased numbers the result- 
ing increase in the tuition item in the budget is large. It 
will continue to increase until both variables stabilize. 
Other increases are counterbalanced by decreases in some 
budgetary areas. 


The cooperation of all concerned with the educational 
program has made it possible to provide for the progress 
of Londonderry pupils to the full extent of each pupils’ abil- 
ity. It is pleasant to attempt to meet the needs of children 
under these conditions.
